AN INTERVIEWER MEETS JAURES. 
The Comrade for August containa aa 
interview with Comrade Jean Jaurea, the 
leading aplrit among the rational Social* 
lata of France, which ia notable for the 
dlrectneaa and deameai of his views. He 
claims that the new mlniatry la thorough' 
ly radical and that the SodaUat group in 
the chamber la stronger than ever. While 
the new ministry repudiate# the collect¬ 
ive ownership of the means of prodne* 
tion, It is in accord with the Sodaliats on 
the subject of such reforms aa progree* 
alve income tax, old age penalona, gov¬ 
ernment ownership of railroads, reduc* 
tion of army service, conformity of mili¬ 
tary with dvU poniahmenti, compulsory 
education and the like, moet of which will 
be passed, he thinks, so that the working 
daaa intereata, even in the light of the 
hnal aim, will be aubaerved. We append 
some portioua of the interview: 

**Do you bdieve,** M. Jauret was 
asked, '*tbat all who vote the bodalist 
ticket mideratand Sodalism?** 

**No; that ia hardly to be expected. I 
The major portion have an idea of the 
general prindples; the remainder recog* 
nise in the Bodaliat party the party 
which represents their interests better 
than the others do and vote for the re¬ 
forms which are part of the platform, 
one or more of which may have a favor¬ 
able bearing upon tome of thdr penonal 
intereita.*' 

**Doea Socialiim in France find its 
atMngth among the more ignorant and 
poorly paid workmen?** 

**Qaite the contrary. The more igno¬ 
rant are not Socialiata; it ia almoat en¬ 
tirely the better paid wage-vrorkart and 
profeaaionala—physiciana, lawytrt, Jour- 
naliata, etc.** 

*‘How about the farmers ?** 

**8ocialiam ia making rapid progresa 
among the farmers. My own conatita- 
enta are chiefly In the peasant districts.** 
“Do you beUeve a majority of tbe 
workers wUl ever onderatand econom¬ 
ics r* 

M. Jaures laughed at this question. 
“Economics, no; but an idea of tbe gen¬ 
eral principles of Socialism, yea.*' 

“If the ignorant mass do not under¬ 
stand, they moat be led by those who 
do?” 

*‘Nsturally: the more intelligent will 
always lead; the rest will follow. Un¬ 
fortunate that all do not think for them- 
•elvea? Yes, no doubt. But it will not 
tw* otherwise for many generations and 
w^ moat take humanity as we 6nd it*' 

* 'DbeD you play the game of politics 
very much as the other parties do?** 

**ln that respect, yea. We cannot do 
otherwise.** 

**Oau we have a perfect commonwealth 
DOtil all do understand?** 

**We cannot expect perfection; we seek 
improrement'' 

*^What work do you consider the most 
eaaential to bring to pass the Co-operative 
Commonwealth?** 

**BdncatiOD and political action.** 

“Do you beUeve education and politlcaJ 
action are compatible? Does not a polit¬ 
ical party, peraups, interfere by arousing 
additional antagonJam, with the work of 
inculeating piiociple? In a country 
where the movement ia young, aa in the 
United States, for instance, do you think 
it would be better to wait antil a large 
number, perhaps a majority, bad been 
educated before attempting the formation 
of a parly?” 

**That is a queatlou which each people 
must answer for itself. In France, at 
least, tbe political narty has been a result 
rather than a means of education. Those 
who desired Sodaiiam naturally formed 
themaelvea into a party. Whether tbe 
party hindered ramer than helped tbe 
growth of SodaUat sentiment it is impoa- 
•ibU to Judge. Nor wooid a decidon of 
the question be of any value. Tbe ex¬ 
istence of tbe party ia an ioevttable re¬ 
sult of education, and, good or evil, it ia 
and we must use it to tbe best possible 
advantage.** 

**Do you bdieve a majority wUl ever 
vote tbe revolutioDary SodaUat tidtet, or 
that tbe other partly by becoming more 
radical, will attract tboae wbo are sot yet 
revolutionary?'* 

**I bdieve we wiU get a majorite; 
though there la no doubt that, witjh tbe 
growth of SodaUat aentiment, tbe other 
partiee wiU make conrserinna. offer im¬ 
mediate reforms, and thus attract tboae 
who do sot yet noderstasd the prisdpUe 
of Sodaiiam. 

“And they wfll rcaUy Istrodsce tbe re¬ 
forms they auggeat is their platforsis?** 


“Thtf will be compeUad to ia order to 
mdttffw their axiiteaee.** 

**Do yoB balitra is compimsiaes asd

JSRACE OmiENERACr IMPENDING ? 

What of the futnre dtkaoT WUl tbe 
coustry be safe is his baada, wiU be be 
ready to abed his blood for human and 
induatrial Uberty, or wiU he be a crashed 
•piritleaa being, a mere nncomplainiog 
diradge? GapltaUam U turning out lots 
of these latter. A Chicago newspaper 
recently touched on this phase of tbe 
aodal problem in an editorial from which 
we qsote tbe foUowing: 

In tbe mining region we have Uttla 
boys who never went, and never wiU go, 
to acbool, separating tbe slate trom tne 
coal for 40 cesta a day, and little girls 
wearing out their Uvee in tbe knitting 
factory; and wa bare clergymen—few in 
number, foitnnately*~denoandng tbe 1^ 
bor leaders' who are trying to end tbit 
child slavery and enable a father to earn 
enough to feed himaeif and hia young 
children. 

For a while there was a good deal of 
sorrow among capitaiista, baaed on tbe 
fact that tbe labor of tbe Uttie boys' tit¬ 
ters was going to waste. 

Somehow or other that curiously stretch- 
able thing we caU pubUe opinion would 
not permit Uttie girls 10 or 12 years old 
to work on tba breakara for tbe coal com¬ 
panies. So Uttie girls were growing op 
naturally, going to school and not earn¬ 
ing a cent for tba capitaliata. It wai 
very sad to have au<m an active “by¬ 
product** going to wanie. 

But in Wilkesbarrs they have arranged 
that, and there tbe *:ttie girl “by-pm- 
uct*’ ia utlUaed. 

Around WUkeabarre there have been 
built enormous mills, tsd in these a large 
portion of tbe socks tJid atockloga worn 
In tbe United States iij manufactured. 

Thousands of Uttie girls are employed 
in these milia, earnim; from a dollar and 
a half to three doUan a week. 

Mai^ of these Uttie virUma weigh from 
forty-five to sixty pounds. They will 
make nice, healtny mothers later on, 
;^wbeo married to tbe boys stunted from 
infancy on tbe coal breakers. 

A fine race of human beings tbe capl- 
taUsta are preparing in tbe anthracite 
region and elaewherel”

In the fint 
place, she is the only woman who has 
ever stood for Paiiiament in British 
America. Secondly, the is the candidate 
of the Sodal-Democratic party, which 
has hitherto played very Uttie part in the 
poUtica of the Dominion, probably be¬ 
cause, aa Cy Warman says, “there ia no 
country in the woiid where capita) ia ao 
oppressed by labor aa It is in Canada." (!) 
Vet, in spite of tbe novelty of her pod 
tion, very Uttie exdtement has beei 
aroused by Miss HaUe*a candidacy. 

“Several reasons may be given for thb 
indifference, but the chief one eeema to 
be the fact that tbe times are not yet ripe 
for the platform that Miss Halle repre¬ 
sents—SociaUsm and soffrage. The fact 
that their Saxon anceators sat in the 
Witenagemot 1000 y&rs ago, and that 
their New Zealand sisters are today sit¬ 
ting in the Parliament of that colony, 
are matters of perfect Indifference tc 
Canadian women. Hence, they heard 
of the legality of Mias HaUe's nomioa- 
tioo only with a mild surprise. How 
ever, the lack of excitement over the 
election is a compliment to the candidate 
herself, for Miss Halle has not resorted 
to any of the cheap, theatrical devices 
that give unpleasant pubUdty to some 
of the so-called platform women. She 
has taken her stand as a lady, and has 
been treated aa a lady by her opponents 
throughout the campaign. 

Mias Haile la a native of Toronto, but 
was educated in the United States. Her 
home haa for aeveral years been at Box- 
bury. Mass. It ia only since 1884 that 
she has been prominent in the Sodaiist 
movement, but her succesaful work has 
already earned for her in Maaaa^usetta 
the title of Organiser of Victory. This 
American Marcella began her career os 
a Journalist. For some time she edited 
a woman's department in the Providence 
(B. I.) Justice. Then she begin to write 
articles for tbe various SodaUst papers 
throughout the country, and so clear and 
convincing were her arguments that she 
was invited by the followers of Dabs to 
assist in editing the campaign Uterator^. 
For two years she was secretary of the 
Social Democratic party in Rhode Island, 
and la still aecret^ of the tame party in 
the Bay state. Through her great tact 
and splendid execotlTe sbiUty she has 
healed up differencee and has united 
the various warring elements in the 
SodaUst party. She has successfoUy 
msniged many munidpal and atate cam- 
palraa in Maaaachnaetta, and it ia largely 
owing to her efforts that the mayors of 
Brockton and Haverhill and two mem¬ 
bers of the state Lagialature were elect 
ed. aa well aa a acore or more of leaser 
offlciaii. At the same time the SodaUst 
vote for governor was increased from 
2700 to ifOOO. 

Hiss Haile was brought to Toronto for 
the Ontario elections by Bdtor Wll^ire, 
tbe milUonaire SodaUst. At her debut 
In Toronto Mrs. May Darwin presided, 
while Dr. Emllv Stowe-GoUen, the Rev.

Sodaiiam atarta with the brotherhood and unity of the race aa a facL It 
does not prodaim it aa a sentiment, but recognises it aa a adentific fact Each 
for aU and aU for each la the only rational mode of procedure in view of this 
fact* T^uit whcEB one suffete aU suffer ia npt a seotimeDt to mediate about, but. 
the hardest' uneacapatus fact with wkldi we have to deaL 

For good or iU, whether we wUl or no. we are bound up together in this world, 
and can only achiera our weU being together. We might like to have aeparate 
interests, and be able to extricate ouraelvei as Individoals from the di\ine 
compnlaioDa of this unity; but we cannot do ao any more than we can individ¬ 
ually extricate oursdres from the law of gravity. We all in common depend 
upon the same common resources of nature and history. None of ns are rightly 
or nobly born until e ver y child born into the world is born as the Immediate 
inheritor of aU the reeonrees of nature and history, of industry and society, of 
inspiration and culture; of all that tempts to goodness and greatness, and 
nxkea for fullness and freedom and gladness of Ufe. If the whole world were full 
and ^ad with Ufe, and should yet consent tbst one child should be born with 
less, the world would be eCDuoinicallyaod spiritually damned. Until all of us 
together see to it that every man is equal with every other man in resource and 
opportunity and resource and Uberty, we sbaU none of ua see tbe kingdom of fu 
Uneas and freedom upon the earth. In this sense brother-interest and self-interest 
are one and the same; for no man has a true and noble interest in himself 
wbo does not regard the whole Ufe ofman as his calling and interest, and no 
man h as a true regard for his brothers wbo does not seek to make of himself a 
whole and free man in their service. 

Now. SodaUsm comes as the scientific and economic recognition of this unity. 
Since all people in common depend npon tbe sources and tools of production, 
there can be no individual Uberty save these sources and tools belong to the 
people in common. There can be no social peace and sanity: no full Uberty of 
the baman soul, so long as some people own that upon which all people de¬ 
pend. All that can be said against slavery can aiso be said against the private 
ownerahip of economic sources and tools; for tbe private ownership of the com¬ 
mon sources and machinery of life is nothing less than a substantial ownerahip 
of human beings. No man ia free so long as he Is dependent upon some other 
man for the chance to earn his livelihood. If a man owns my bread, or owns 
that which I must have in order to Mt my bread, he owns my moral being, 
onleas I choose to revolt and starve, rrivate ownership of the earth and its 
productive machinery means private ownership of the people who live on the 
earth. He whersells bis labor-power for wages sells himself; for his labor-power 
is his life. Th* wage system Is merely an advance in tbe slave system, but it is 
DO fit system for free men: and there can be not true freedom for all men until 
the*-© is not another hireling left under tbe sun. The lalwr o" the world Is 
essentially alave-labor. There is not s wage-eanwr on the earth, today, who is 
not in some degree debauched in soul, even in spit^f bkuself, b> his dependence 
upon the private buyer of his labor. Bo 
long ns some men own that npon which 
all men depend the owners and the de¬ 
pendents are alike corrupted, and cu- 
uaved and robbed.

A RINGING ADDRESS. 

Mother Jones Addresses the Mllwau* 
kee5ocia] Dcmociatlc Picnic. 

''Mother' Mary* Junes, the hardest 
fighter for human freedom who ever en* 
lered the coal fields of this country, was 
the star attraction at the annual picnic 
of the Milwaukee Social Democrats last 
Sunday at Schtiiz park and delighted and 
electrified a vast concourse of {>eople. in 
which were apriukled faces well know'u 
in the Socialist movement and many, 
many new end earnest ones from whom 
some of tbe bard fighters of the future 
will come. Tbft park never looked more 
festive and never was there a mure order¬ 
ly picnic crowd. Mother Jones reached 
tbe park shortly after 3 o'clock and aa 
she waa escorted down tbe hill leading to 
the speaking space the crowd caught 
sight of her and sent up a roar of w’el- 
come. She 8|H>ke from the music ahell 
in the open air, being introduced by Com¬ 
rade Robert Meister. 

“Save that for the politicians,” said 
.Mother Jones, when a thunderous burst 
of applause greeted her introduc-iioi:. *T 
am here for business. I come to tell jou 
a little something about the righta of 
labor and its conditions in the coal fields.

Today, In this Twentieth century of clv> 
lltzatliHi and progress, wheu tbe lureutlous 
of Fulton, k](»rse aud Kdliuiu of our own 
day have enriched muuklud bt^youd the 
dreams of tbe old (Sreeks, there are still 
s<»Die who cling to that old theory. Labor 
still pleads, as In tbe days 11 ns> years ago. 
nleads In the hour of what wimjIJ seem 
to be the very apotheosis of educatioual 
evolution, and in this country, which 
clothea und f«*o<iH the world, pleada for 
right and ri‘C(Agultlon, for justice and some¬ 
time mercy, and for biea<l aud sustepuuce 
every day In the year. 

This la the most crutd age of the world's 
history. We stand within sight of the man 
who works at the dumb machine that pro- 
dnct*B wealth, aud the mao tbot guidA'S the 
wachloc starves, aud we call It C'hrlstian-

•oiDeoue had Invoked the Injunction In the 
days of Washington? In the da.vs of Au¬ 
di ew Jackson? In the days of Lincoln, 
when Wendell rhlllipa, William Lloyd Oar- 
rlsou and others went maicblug along tbe 
highways of this country preaching the 
doctrine of freedom as It waa taught to 
he men of 1770 by Jefferson, and as It is 
found today In the Constitution of our 
conntry? We would still have chattel sisv 
ery In the land.

We will tell 
them what Uladstone tolil the mine urx'rn- 
tors of Fnglaud. when tbe miners com- 
plained of tbe arbitrary trratmeiit of the 
opATutors. (tladatone sent tbe mine owners 
word that If they didn't reach an agree¬ 
ment with the luineis and oiien tbe mtnt*8 
In thirty-six hours the governmeut would 
take the drat step towanl owning the 
mines. The strike was selilA*d quick. 

Chattel slavery that was aliollsheAl In the 
state that gave to tbe country Patrick 
Hi'orr. Woaulngton and jA-tferson was a 
grand Institutbm compared to tbe conditloo 
of tbe mloers In that same state today. 

Tbe operators of tbe eoal mines are not 
BO wise as they think, or they would ncrer 
have n strike. It would pay them better to 
give the men everything they ask than to 
let us get at them, wheoever there is a 
strike we have a chance to see them and to 
aay to tbdr wives.

We have s cbonce to show 
them the truths of Hoclaitsm.

Pork City, Utah, Aug. 0.—Dear Herald: 
The Hodalist movement continues to grow 
In Utah, In spite of, rather than on ac¬ 
count of. some of Us so-called leader*. 
Some states may t>e laboring under the dls- 
Hdvautagea of not belug organlaed, but 
Utah Is suffering at piesent from over- 
organliatlou. About every three months 
someone i-ntls a convention at which new 
state ufflcera are elected, a new coustitu- 
lion adopteil and plans "perfected" to go 
"at It" In a systematic way. This Is ibout 
as far as they usually get. This state of 
affair* has grown out of the protest sen! 
the natluuAl committee In regard to the 
Decemlkcr 28 iUNJl) conveotlou, st which 
representation was allowed to Socialists at 
large and to Independent clubs and nn- 
chartered "unpRld-up-dues" branche*. Al¬ 
though technically the December 28 coo- 
ventiou wns all wrong. It bad t.ie advan¬ 
tage over all conventions yet held of being 
representative of the Aunvement of the atate 
as a whole. At a convention held Aorll 6 
the majority of delente* for tome unac- 
countab'e reason bolted the convcutlon. "be¬ 
fore the fact," and held a “caucus" at 
which temporary officials were nominated, 
and later called a convention for July 24. 
The few delegate* who "atayod with*' the 
April U convention did the "regular thing," 
including sending for state charter. I un¬ 
derstand that the officlala of the April U 
affair have called a "mass" oooyenJoo to be 
held In Salt I^ake September 4. to nom¬ 
inate a stale ticket, etc., etc. As all con- 
ventlona so far have been held In Salt 
I.ake Cltr. thus throwing the harden of 
expense for railroad fare, hotel bllla etc., 
on outside plnces 1 do not think that this
